REPORT OF SCHOOL BOARD. 


To the Citizens of New Ipswich: 


The past year has been one of activity and interest in 
the schools. The teachers have been earnest, devoted and 
conscientious in their work, and parents and pupils have 
generally responded to the effort put forth in their behalf, 
so that good results have been achieved. 

We would especially speak favorably of the instruction 
that has been given in music. This department has been 
looked after by Miss Stevenson, who is a careful and com- 
petent instructor. Her work has generally been seconded 
by the teachers, and appreciated by both parents and pu- 
pils, so that very marked progress has been made. As an 
educative and refining factor in school and home life, this 
is one of the most important branches of instruction in 
our schools. 

We would recommend some needed repairs on school- 
house No.1. In order to have the best results for money 
expended, we should make our school-rooms as comfort- 
able and homelike as possible. 

It is with regret that we speak of the vacancy on the 
school board, caused by the death of Mr. Francis W. 
Prichard. His connection with the affairs of the town, 
and especially the schools, has always been characterized 
by an interested earnestness in the faithful discharge of 
duties committed to his trust. His interest did not abate 
so long as he could attend to these duties. We realize 
more than we can express that we have lost an able co- 
laborer, and the town a worthy citizen. 
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It is important that we should all remember the true 
sense in which the influence of the schools should enter 
into the education of the young. Their work is to give 
instruction. We must distinguish between instruction and 
education. A famous educator has said:—‘‘Instruction is 
the least part of education.’’ The education that shapes 
the child for his duties as a citizen and as a man is mainly 
that which he gains from the influences of the home, asso- 
ciates and the community to which he belongs. If these 
be good, the instruction of the school can confirm and add 
to them; but if they are bad, the school can do little or 
nothing to counteract them. The direct influence which 
has the most to do with preparing the child to become a 
good and intelligent citizen, is the influence of the home 
and community. )
